Corps resumes 
Markland work 


Lawrence 
ready for his 
day in court 

Trial starts June 25 


Well-known Galla¬ 
tin County attorney and 
land owner Larry Law¬ 
rence will be in federal 
court this month to plead 
not guilty to charges he 
under-reported income 
from Racers strip club and 
other businesses he owns. 
Lawrence, who vehe¬ 
mently denies any wrong¬ 
doing, is scheduled to go 
trial June 25. He sold the 
strip earlier this year. 

According to court pa¬ 
pers filed last Wednesday, 
federal prosecutors plan 
to present evidence that 
shows Lawrence’s law 
firm didn’t report $12,000 
in income from his busi¬ 
nesses. The charges cover 
the years 2004 to 2006. 

“I pay my taxes every 
year,” Lawrence said af¬ 
ter he was indicted last 
October. “In fact, I paid 
$556,392 in taxes those 
years but I guess that’s not 
good enough for them.” 

During the years in 
question, Lawrence re¬ 
ported yearly incomes 
ranging from a high of 
$1 million to a low of 
$247,000. 

“It remains perplexing 
that there’s a howl over 
the amount of money at 
issue,” Lawrence said this 
week. “The IRS seems to 
have a moving number 
for the unreported income 
from 2004, 2005 and 


2006 but they never sent 
me a bill or a notice of de¬ 
ficiency.” 

He said the charges 
against him are not for tax 
evasion but for signing an 
incorrect tax return. 

“I haven’t calculated or 
prepared an income tax re¬ 
turn for nearly 30 years,” 
he said. “All that work is 
done by a Certified Pub¬ 
lic Account who had my 
power of attorney for all 
tax matters from 1997 
through 2006. That firm 
has all my information 
and it did all the calcula¬ 
tions. During the years 
the federal government 
is questioning, my busi¬ 
nesses grossed more than 
$10 million. Thousands of 
checks were written to a 
variety of taxing districts, 
vendors, suppliers, cli¬ 
ents, contractors and other 
companies and people we 
did business with. No one 
has complained about any 
of our figures except the 
IRS.” 

In April 2008, a team 
of federal agents from 
several organizations 
swarmed into Gallatin 
County and raided Law¬ 
rence’s law office, home, 
and his businesses in¬ 
cluding Racers, which he 
has since sold. They took 
with them boxes of paper 
work and computers used

I couldn’t believe all that was in jeop¬ 
ardy. 

“We have every penny in the stock 
market,” the Larmer sighed. “You know 
what that means. It’s a nightmare.” 

The only thing I know about Wall 
Street is what I read in the newspaper. 
Apparently, the richest men in America 
lost billions of dollars last week, so I 
assumed the Earner’s fears were legiti¬ 
mate.

D-Day, The Longest 
Day, was June 6th. 

On that day in 1944, 
Allied Forces invaded 
the Normandy Beaches 
of France to begin the 
final liberation of Eu¬ 
rope from Nazi Ger¬ 
many.

The 29th 
and 1st Infantry Divi¬ 
sions got Omaha. 

General Dwight 
Eisenhower picked the 
4th Infantry Division 
and the 29th Infantry 
Division because they 
were untested in com¬ 
bat. They had no first¬ 
hand knowledge of what 
they were going to face. 
Not knowing what was 
ahead of them, he felt 
would lead to a better 
combat performance. 

He worried the 1st 
Infantry Division, veter¬ 
ans of North Africa and 
Sicily might not have 
the courage to withstand 
another dreadful assault. 
It was a calculated risk. 

Not everything went 


as intended. It never 
does in battle. 

Men were seasick. 
Landing craft landed at 
wrong places. The flying 
weather was far from 
ideal so that the fighter- 
bombers dropped their 
payloads too far inland 
rather than take the risk 
of bombing American 
troops. Tanks failed to 
arrive. Radios were lost 
or waterlogged. Men 
drowned after being 
dropped too far off the 
beaches.

Thir¬ 
ty percent of the first 
wave of assault troops 
at Omaha were either 
killed or wounded in the 
first hour. It was chaos. 
Yet, we kept on. 

More troops, more 
tanks, more personal 
courage. As the sun set, 
we had landed 155,000 
soldiers and we con¬ 
trolled 80 square kilo¬ 
meters of France. Not 
a lot, but just enough to 
keep going forward. 

It was The Longest 
Day.

EPAs war on coal will cost Kentuckians big time

Kentuckians may soon find 
out via soaring electric bills that 
what happens in Washington, D.C. 
doesn’t stay in Washington, D.C. 

As the Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency’s regulatory power 
grows, coal production in the Ap¬ 
palachian region—including east¬ 
ern Kentucky—diminishes. 

Mines close and permits to open 
new mines, along with the new 
jobs, are held hostage by environ¬ 
mental fanatics, most of whom 
probably don’t even know how to 
put a miner’s hat on their swollen 
heads. 

Groups like Beyond Coal cel¬ 
ebrate the fact that 110 out of 522 
Appalachian coal-fired power 
plants have closed. These left-wing 
zealots actually cheer the hardship 
that results, including the fact plant 
shutdowns have led to a loss of 13 
percent of all coal-based electric 
capacity in the nation. 

These extremists are aided and 
abetted by the Obama administra¬ 
tion, which previously pointed to 
bankrupt solar panel manufacturer 
Solyndra as a “true engine of eco¬ 
nomic growth” while vowing to de¬ 
stroy Appalachia’s coal industry. 

Solyndra, an unproven industry, 
got a half-billion dollars from tax¬ 
payers and failed. The only thing 
coal miners—who have proven 
their productivity for decades— 
receive from this administration is 
a slap in the face in the form of a 
declaration of war on their way of 
life. 

This war is waged with regula¬ 
tions like coal-ash rules the agency 
itself estimates will place an addi¬ 
tional $31 bil li on annual burden on 
the economy. 

Keep in mind neither the coal 
companies nor the EPA itself will 
bear that cost. Consumers—even 


ones who don’t five in coal country— 
will pay the price for Washington’s 
regulatory fervor. 

A new report by the American Leg¬ 
islative Exchange Council (ALEC) 
finds the sweeping new EPA mles are 
set to hit Kentucky and our adjoining 
neighbors harder than any other region 
in the nation. 

The study estimates Kentucky will 
lose more than 12,000 jobs and nearly 
$2 billion in industry revenue. That’s 
the ninth-most harm to a state’s econ¬ 
omy in the nation as a result of the 
EPA’s onslaught. 

The Bluegrass State is not alone 
in suffering the wrath of Washing¬ 
ton’s do-gooders. Five of the com¬ 
monwealth’s seven neighboring states 
would be among the ten most nega¬ 
tively impacted by the “EPA regula¬ 
tory train wreck,” including Illinois, 
West Virginia and Ohio - whose econ¬ 
omies would be the first, second and 
third-most harmed, respectively. 

But collateral damages of overheat¬ 
ed EPA regulations do not end there. 

Fox News Online recently reported 
that PJM Interconnection—a compa¬ 


ny operating the electric transmission 
system for many parts of Appalachia— 
determined the 2015 market-clearing 
price of $136 per megawatt of capac¬ 
ity will be “eight times higher than the 
price for 2012”. 

Since capacity prices comprise 
only a portion of your electric bill, 
your rates thankfully won’t go up by 
700 percent three years from now. 

But, ALEC reports, they will go up 
by more than 13 percent, which is the 
same amount of power capacity lost 
by the closure of Appalachian coal 
mi nes. 

A Washington Examiner edito¬ 
rial summed up these developments, 
saying: “Ordinary working people 
will pay the price for (the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s) attempt to placate an 
ideological base consumed by hatred 
of coal and fear that global warming 
will soon send tidal waves through the 
streets of New York City.” 

The EPA knows: Someone’s gotta 
pay, might as well be you.

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Planting by 
the Signs 

by Phil Case 



For all of you planting 
your garden by the phases 
of the moon and signs of 
the zodiac, here’s the in¬ 
formation for the week 
ahead - and more. 

The moon 

The moon is in the dark 
phase now and will remain 
there until 11:02 a.m. 
EDT June 19. Through 
June 18, plant only those 
veggies that produce be¬ 
neath the ground, prefer¬ 
ably in a fertile sign but 
definitely NOT in a kill¬ 
ing one! 

The light moon for 
above-ground producers 
comes to rule just after 11 
a.m. on the 19th and con¬ 
tinues in force until July 
3. 

Again: when the light 
moon is in force proceed 
with only light-moon 
activities and planting 
above-ground produc¬ 
ing veggies. Conversely, 
when the dark moon is in 
force it’s below-ground 
producers. 

The signs 

According to the signs 
of the zodiac, our series of 
so-so signs continues to¬ 
day and on through Sun¬ 
day. Today (Wednesday), 
Thursday and Friday are 
ruled by Capricorn (the 
knees), followed by Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday under 
the influence of Aquarius 
(the legs). 

Remember these signs 
aren’t impressively good 
but they aren’t bad either, 
just so-so. 

The outstanding days 
for planting, still with the 
moon in the dark phase, 
are Monday, Tuesday and 


next Wednesday, June 11- 
13, when the sign moves 
to Pisces (the feet), one 
of the four most fertile 
signs. 

All planting should 
cease, however, on Thurs¬ 
day and Friday, July 14- 
15 when the sign moves 
to Aries (the head), one 
of the two killing signs. 
Reserve these days for 
killing, deadening - any 
activity but planting. 

Looking a little further 
ahead, some outstanding 
planting is on tap for Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday, June 
16-17, when Taurus (the 
neck) comes into force.

To show you 
I practice what I preach here, 
I scheduled some needed 
dental work on Monday: 
moon in the dark phase, sign 
in Pisces (the feet)! You just 
can’t beat that. 

Late gardens 

Here in Kentucky, we 
really have a small win¬ 
dow of opportunity to 


plant many of those hot- 
weather loving veggies 
and expect them to ger¬ 
minate, grow and produce 
something for us to har¬ 
vest. If you consider that 
three months from today 
we will be celebrating the 
Thursday AFTER Labor 
Day we see time moves 
on quickly. 

Our unprotected plant¬ 
ing for hot-weather lov¬ 
ers, depending on days 
to maturity, runs from 
about Mother’s Day until 
the third or fourth week 
of June - six or so re¬ 
ally good weeks, which 
should be plenty of time. 
After that, with summer 
just having officially be¬ 
gun, we have to start look¬ 
ing at the other end of the 
season when the days are 
growing shorter and the 
ground is cooling. 

All that to say, even if 
you haven’t done the first 
thing you still have plenty 
of time to do some plant¬ 
ing of anything that loves 
hot weather, but there’s 
beginning to be just that 
bit of urgency about it. 

As I’ve written in this 
space before, one of the 
best gardens I have ever 
had wasn’t started until 
June 21. And when you 
consider the late garden, 
there are many advantag¬ 
es: the soil temperature is 
already warm, the crazi¬ 
ness of spring in Kentucky 
(which really wasn’t too 
crazy this year) is over, 
and it’s pleasant to get out 
and work the ground. 

But remember the 
weeds will grow as fast 
- sometimes faster - than 
your plants so be ready to 
dig in and do battle. 

Before you plant any¬ 
thing, check the “days 
to maturity” on the seed 
packet or spike in the peat 
pot. If, like bush beans for 
instance, it says “50 days” 
then you’re looking at the 
first of August. But 90 
days takes you until after 


Labor Day for tomatoes, 
which is still fine. 

So, plant away! There’s 
still plenty of time and I 
think the advantages of 
the late garden far out¬ 
weigh any risks. 

A good bet 

Last year, you may re¬ 
call, a faithful reader in¬ 
sisted on planting pump¬ 
kins in mid to late August 
that would be harvested 
before frost. I said that 
if that happened and she 
could make a pie of that 
pumpkin I would accept 
it in the face while seated 
on the lovely porch of this 
fine publication. 

It didn’t happen, of 
course, since most pump¬ 
kins - even those of pie¬ 
making size - take 90 
days from seeding to har¬ 
vest and the jack-o-lan- 
tem size may take up to 
120. Now I’m not good at 
math, but I think that puts 
MATURE pie pumpkin 
harvest, at the earliest, in 
November and the jack-o- 
lantems a week or so into 
Advent! 

This year, given the 
blessedly warm weather 
we’ve had, I might not 
make such a bet. Last 
year, however, I wasn’t 
too skeered, as they say.
